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NATO denounces Russia over 
violating Turkish airspace: AP

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — In a signal of new tensions 
raised by Moscow’s airstrikes in Syria, NATO denounced 
Russia on Monday for “irresponsible behavior” after its 
warplanes violated Turkish airspace, and Turkey warned 
that any future aerial intruder would be treated like an 
enemy. 

Turkey, a NATO member, mentioned only one Russian 
intrusion over the weekend, but the military alliance 
said a second Russian jet also violated Turkish airspace 
Sunday. 

The intrusions, which come amid deep suspicions and 
mutual distrust between Moscow and the West over 
Russia’s military action in Syria, highlight the potential 
for clashes between Russian and allied forces in the in¬ 
creasingly crowded skies over Syria. 

Russia sought to play down the incident. Defense Min¬ 
istry spokesman Maj.-Gen. Igor Konashenkov said the 
jet accidentally entered Turkish airspace for “several 
seconds” Saturday while returning to its base about 30 
kilometers (20 miles) south of the border with Turkey. He 
said the violation happened due to poor weather in 
the area, which forced the pilot to approach the base 
from the north. 

Russia has taken measures “to prevent any such inci¬ 
dents in the future,” he added. The ministry said Russia 
had nothing to do with the second alleged incursion 
Sunday. 

NATO called Russia’s actions “irresponsible behavior,” 
and U.S. Defense Secretary Ash Carter said Washing¬ 
ton is conferring with Turkish leaders about the airspace 
violation. 

White House spokesman Josh Earnest said the U.S. was 
“quite concerned” by Russia's action, describing it as a 
provocation. 

“Given the stakes and sensitivity around the Russian mil¬ 
itary action in that region of the world, I think our con¬ 
cerns are well-founded,” Earnest said. 

U.S. Secretary of State John Kerry also expressed con¬ 
cern, telling reporters during a trip to Chile that the inci¬ 
dent could have led to Turkey shooting down the Rus¬ 
sian plane, and that Russia has a responsibility to act 
within international standards. 

NATO Secretary-General Jens Stoltenberg said Russian 
warplanes had committed “unacceptable violations of 
Turkish airspace.” 

“Russia's actions are not contributing to the security 
and stability of the region. I call on Russia to fully respect 
NATO airspace and to avoid escalating tensions with 
the alliance,” he said. 

The Kremlin voiced hope that the incident wouldn’t 
damage its friendly ties with Ankara. 

“Bilateral relations with Turkey are quite comprehensive, 
and they are solidly based on mutual benefits,” Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin’s spokesman Dmitry Peskov said, 
adding that Moscow was looking into the incursion. 
Turkish Prime Minister Ahmet Davutoglu said Russia had 
said the plane intruded “by mistake." 

“They said they are respectful of Turkey’s borders and 
that it would not happen again,” he told Haber Turk 
television. 

But Davutoglu warned that Turkey would enforce its 
rules of engagement in case of intrusions, which call for 
treating anyone approaching its border from Syria as 
an enemy. 

“The Turkish armed forces have their orders,” he said, 
saying it will take the necessary steps “even if it’s a bird 
that violates Turkey’s border. ... Our rules of engage¬ 
ment are clear.'O 


United States and 11 Pacific Rim countries 
reach ambitious, controversial trade deal

Given the opposition, 
the pact’s “fate in Con¬ 
gress is at best uncertain,” 
said Lori Wallach, a lead¬ 
ing TPP critic and director 
of Public Citizen’s Global 
Trade Watch. 

Obama has cast the agree¬ 
ment as good for Ameri¬ 
cans workers and crucial 
to countering China and 
expanding U.S. influence in 
the Asia-Pacific. 

“This partnership levels the 
playing field for our farmers, 
ranchers, and manufactur¬ 
ers by eliminating more 
than 18,000 taxes that vari¬ 
ous countries put on our 
products,” Obama said in 
a statement. “It includes 
the strongest commitments 
on labor and the environ¬ 
ment of any trade agree¬ 
ment in history, and those 
commitments are enforce¬ 


tial election year. Congress 
can only give the deal an 
up-or-down vote. It can’t 
amend the agreement. 
Many of the tariff reduc¬ 
tions and other changes 
will be phased in over sev¬ 
eral years, so benefits to 
the U.S. economy could 
take time to materialize.

NORTHFIELD, Vermont (AP) 

— An Amtrak passenger 
train headed from Vermont 
to Washington, D.C., on 
Monday hit rocks that had 
fallen onto the track from a 
ledge, spilling the locomo¬ 
tive and a passenger car 
down an embankment, 
derailing three other cars 
and injuring seven people, 
authorities said. 

The Vermonter train carry¬ 
ing 98 passengers and four 
crew members derailed at 
around 10:30 a.m. in North- 
field, about 20 miles (30 kilo¬ 
meters) southwest of Mont¬ 
pelier. Officials with the 
Federal Railroad Adminis¬ 
tration and National Trans¬ 
portation Safety Board are 
investigating. 

“This was a freak of nature,” 
Vermont Gov. Peter Shum- 
lin said at a news confer¬ 
ence. 

One of those injured was 
airlifted to a New Hamp¬ 
shire hospital and was be¬ 
ing evaluated The six oth¬ 
ers went to a local hospital 
with injuries including neck, 
back and shoulder pains 
and lightheadedness. 

The Federal Railroad Ad¬ 


ministration said a crew 
member was seriously in¬ 
jured. Four of those hospital¬ 
ized were released by Mon¬ 
day evening, Amtrak said. 
The track where the crash 
occurred had been part 
of a $220 million upgrade 
of New England Central 
Railroad tracks funded with 


help from a $50 million fed¬ 
eral recovery grant. 

“There is no reason to be¬ 
lieve there was any negli¬ 
gence on anyone’s part,” 
Shumlin said. “We don’t 
have all the details, but 
this track was rebuilt. It was 
a state-of-the-art track. 
Ledge slides happen.” 


The stretch of tracks where 
the derailment occurred is 
part of the Genesee and 
Wyoming Railroad. The re¬ 
gion near the derailment 
site received 2.5 inches 
(6.35 centimeters) on Thurs¬ 
day and Friday, according 
to the National Weather 
Service. 


State officials said a freight 
train had passed over the 
same tracks Sunday night 
with no problems. 

Officials said there’s no 
technology that could 
have alerted the crew to 
the slide. 

“There is not really anything 
that's going to detect this 
kind of thing,” said Dan 
Delabruere, the rail chief 
of the Vermont Agency of 
Transportation. 

Numerous derailments 
around the world have 
been caused by debris 
on tracks, many linked to 
heavy rains that trigger 
slides or heavy winds that 
knock down trees. In 2010, 
a train in Beijing hit mounds 
of debris left on the track 
following a landslide, killing 
19 people. 

Company officials con¬ 
firmed details of the crash 
but did not immediately 
provide a comment. 

Bob Redmond, of Bay City, 
Michigan, was sitting in 
the front row of the third 
car while on a foliage tour 
when the train derailed. 
He looked out the window 
and saw the car that had 
been ahead of his was now 
alongside him.Q

More than 900 people 
were already staying in 25 
emergency shelters and 
nearly 40,000 people were 
without water. 

At least 11 weather-relat¬ 
ed deaths — nine in South 
Carolina and two in North 
Carolina — were blamed 
on the vast rainstorm, with 
one of the latest com¬ 
ing when a sedan drove 
around a barricade and 
stalled in rushing waters. 
The driver drowned, but a 
woman who was riding in 
the car managed to climb 
on top of it and was res¬ 
cued by a firefighter who 
waded into the water. 

“She came out the win¬ 
dow. How she got on top 
of the car and stayed there 
like she did with that wa¬ 
ter— there’s a good Lord,” 
Kershaw County Coroner 
David West said. 


On Monday, the rains 
moved north into North 
Carolina and the mid-At¬ 
lantic states. The rainstorm 


is part of an unprecedent¬ 
ed system that dumped 
more than a foot of rain 
across Soufh Carolina and 


drenched several other 
states. Sunday was the 
wettest day in the history 
of South Carolina's capital 


city Columbia, according 
to the National Weather 
Service. 

The 16.6 inches of rain fhaf 
fell on Gills Creek near 
downtown Columbia on 
Sunday was the rainiest 
day in one single spot in 
the U.S. in more than 16 
years, among weather 
stations with more than 50 
years of record-keeping. 
The lasf fime there was that 
much rain in one spot on a 
single day in the U.S. was 
Sept. 16, 1999, when 18.3 
inches fell on Southport, 
North Carolina, during Hur¬ 
ricane Floyd. 

South Carolina Gov. Nikki 
Haley has said the deluge 
is the kind of storm seen 
only once in 1,000 years. 
On Monday, she said 550 
roads and bridges were 
closed across the state. All 
will have to be checked for

The latest shooting left nine 
people dead at a universi¬ 
ty in the northwestern state 
of Oregon on Thursday. 
During an appearance 
at a campaign town hall, 
Clinton veered between 
sadness and anger, ac¬ 
cusing her Republican op¬ 
ponents of “surrender” to a 
difficult political problem. 
“This epidemic of gun vio¬ 
lence knows no boundar¬ 
ies, knows no limits of any 
kind," she told the crowd 
of several hundred. 

“How many people have 
to die before we actu¬ 
ally act, before we come 
together as a nation?

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Boston-bound airline pilot dies; 
co-pilot lands safely in New York 

SYRACUSE, New York (AP) — An American Airlines co¬ 
pilot made a mid-flight diversion and safely landed 
the plane after the captain became ill and died, an 
airline spokeswoman said Monday. 

American Airlines Flight 550 left Phoenix at 11:55 p.m. 
local time Sunday en route to Boston, spokeswoman 
Andrea Huguely said. After the captain was stricken, 
the first officer landed the plane in Syracuse shortly 
before 7 a.m. Monday, with 147 passengers and five 
crew members onboard, she said. 

Details of the medical emergency and the identity of 
the dead pilot weren’t immediately released, and the 
airline wouldn't say when the death occurred. 

“We are incredibly saddened by this event, and we 
are focused on caring for our pilot's family and col¬ 
leagues," the Fort Worth, Texas-based airline said. 

A replacement crew was sent to Syracuse, and the 
plane, an Airbus A320, landed in Boston at 12:30 p.m. 
Aviation experts said there was never any danger to 
passengers because pilots and co-pilots are equally 
capable of flying the aircraft. 

Former airline pilot John Cox, an aviation safety con¬ 
sultant, said when one pilot becomes unable to fly 
fhe ofher will rely on help from fhe plane's aufomafed 
systems and get priority treatment from air traffic con¬ 
trollers. 

“The passengers were not in danger, absolutely not,” 
he said. 

Before the flight landed in Syracuse, the first officer 
called the airport tower and said in a calm voice, 
“American 550. Medical emergency. Captain is inca¬ 
pacitated.” He requested a runway to land on. 

In a recording of his exchange with the tower, he ex¬ 
presses concern whether ambulance medics can get 
on the plane quickly. He’s assured they can and is 
told to go into a gate where the medics would meet 
the plane. 

Passenger Louise Anderson, who was heading from 
Reno, Nevada, to Boston via Phoenix, said she had 
dozed off on fhe flight. 

“What I woke up to was the flight attendant tell¬ 
ing us we were making an emergency landing be¬ 
cause the pilot was ill,” she said. 

She said rumors of the pilot's death circulated in the 
Syracuse airport but were confirmed only by an an¬ 
nouncement on their makeup flight to Boston. 
Anderson said the mood on board then was somber, 
but she commended the crew’s handling of a tragic 
situation. Airline pilots must pass physical exams every 
12 months, every six months for captains 40 or older. 
Steve Wallace, who led the Federal Aviation Admin¬ 
istration's accident investigations office from 2000 to 
2008, said it’s rare for a pilot to become incapacitat¬ 
ed. According to the FAA, seven pilots for U.S. airlines 
and one charter pilot have died during flights since 
19940

Oregon shooter rants in manifesto about 
having no girlfriend

ROSEBURG, Oregon (AP) 

— The gunman who ex¬ 
ecuted nine people at an 
Oregon community col¬ 
lege before killing himself 
ranted in a manifesto he 
left behind about not hav¬ 
ing a girlfriend and thinking 
everyone else was “crazy,” 
a law enforcement official 
said Monday. 

The official also said the 
mother of 26-year-old gun¬ 
man Christopher Harper- 
Mercer has told investi¬ 
gators he was struggling 
with some mental health 
issues. The official is familiar 
with the investigation but 
wasn't authorized to speak 
publicly because it is ongo¬ 
ing. 

Harper-Mercer com¬ 
plained in the manifesto 
about not having a girl¬ 
friend, and he seemed to 
feel like he was very ratio¬ 


nal while others around 
him were not, the official 
said. 

He wrote something to the 
effect of: “Other people 
think I’m crazy, but I'm not. 
I’m the sane one," the of¬ 
ficial said. The manifesto 
was a couple pages long. 
Also Monday, some faculty, 
staff and students returned 
to the campus for the first 
time since the shooting, 
while President Barack 
Obama announced he 
will travel to Oregon to visit 
privately with victims’ fami¬ 
lies. Obama has renewed 
his call for stricter gun laws 
following the shooting and 
has expressed exaspera¬ 
tion at the frequency of 
mass shootings in the U.S. 
Classes do not resume at 
Umpqua Community Col¬ 
lege until next week, but 
some students came to 
the campus to pick up be¬ 
longings they left behind 
Thursday when they fled. 


Others met with profession¬ 
al groups to discuss their 
trauma and grief. 

A memorial was growing 
on the driveway leading to 
Snyder Hall, where Harper- 
Mercer opened fire. Be¬ 
sides those who died, nine 
people were wounded. 
Harper-Mercer killed him¬ 
self after a shootout with 
police. 

A group of eight held hands 
and bowed their heads in 
prayer in front of the build¬ 
ing. Elsewhere, clusters of 
people chatted at picnic 
tables or near buildings. 

In a courtyard near the 
center of campus, a ther¬ 
apy dog sat on a blanket 
with its handler. A woman, 
crouched down, wiped 
away a tear. 

At least one student injured 
in the shooting was among 
those who returned Mon¬ 
day, college President Rita 
Cavin said. She did not 
identify the student.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Growth in the U.S. services 
sector slowed in Septem¬ 
ber as sales fell and new 
orders plunged, evidence 
that stock market volatil¬ 
ity may have hit consumer 
confidence and limited 
spending. 

The Institute for Supply 
Management said Mon¬ 
day that its services index 
fell to 56.9 last month from 
59 in August, which was 
the second-highest read¬ 
ing in a decade. Any read¬ 
ing above 50 signals ex¬ 
pansion. 

A measure of sales fell to 
60.2, still a healthy reading, 
from 63.9. A gauge of new 
orders, however, dropped 
nearly 7 points to 56.7. That 
suggests sales growth may 
continue to cool in the 
coming months. 

The survey still points to 
solid sales and growth for 
services firms, including re¬ 
tailers, hotels, banks and 
other financial services 
companies. More than 8 
million Americans have 
found jobs in the past three 
years, lifting their ability to 
spend on restaurant meals, 
clothes and vacations. 
That pushed up the ISM 
services index in July and 
August to the highest levels 
since 2005. 

And in September, the 
ISM’s measure of hiring 
rose, indicating that com¬ 
panies actually added jobs 
at a faster pace. That sug¬ 
gests firms remain optimis¬ 
tic about the economy. It 
is also a sign that slower hir¬ 
ing in the past two months, 
according to government 
data, may be temporary. 
“The companies still feel 
confident and they are 
still hiring,” said Anthony 
Nieves, chair of the ISM’s 
services survey committee. 


“That may bode well for 
down the road.” 

Some companies that re¬ 
sponded to the survey, 
however, said the stock 
market's recent declines 
had damaged consumer 
confidence and curtailed 
sales.

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu warned Monday 
that he will use a “strong 
hand” to quell violent 
Palestinian protests and 
deadly attacks, signaling 
that the current round of 
violence is bound to esca¬ 
late at a time when a politi¬ 
cal solution to the conflict 
is increasingly distant. 
Netanyahu said he has 
sent thousands more sol¬ 
diers and police to the West 
Bank and Arab neighbor¬ 
hoods of Jerusalem and 
that “we are allowing our 
forces to take strong action 
against those who throw 
rocks and firebombs.” He 
said restrictions limiting 
what security forces can 
do were being lifted, but 
did not elaborate. Netan¬ 
yahu’s warnings came af¬ 
ter a rash of violence that 
began Thursday when Pal¬ 
estinian gunmen killed an 
Israeli couple in their car 
near a settlement in the 
West Bank as their four chil¬ 
dren wafched. Two days 


later, a Palestinian stabbed 
an Israeli man to death 
and seriously wounded his 
wife as they walked in Je¬ 
rusalem’s Old City, then at¬ 
tacked and killed another 
Israeli man. 

Israeli forces, meanwhile, 
killed two suspected Pal¬ 


estinian assailants over the 
weekend and on Mon¬ 
day shot dead two teen¬ 
age stone-throwers, one of 
them a 13-year-old boy, in 
West Bank clashes. 

In all, eight Palestinians 
were wounded by live fire 
and 45 by rubber-coated 


steel pellets in the West 
Bank and Jerusalem on 
Monday, the Red Crescent 
said. 

The spike in attacks and 
clashes comes at a time of 
mounting Palestinian frus¬ 
tration. 

After years of diplomatic 


paralysis, many have lost 
hope in the chance of set¬ 
ting up a state in the West 
Bank, Gaza Strip and east 
Jerusalem, lands Israel 
captured in 1967. 
Palestinian leader Mah¬ 
moud Abbas has not of¬ 
fered an alternative to 
failed negotiations, except 
to urge the international 
community to intervene, so 
far fo litfle avail. President 
Barack Obama made no 
mention of the Israeli-Pales- 
tinian conflict in his speech 
to the U.N. General Assem¬ 
bly last week, an omission 
noted by the Palestinians. 
Netanyahu has repeatedly 
accused Abbas of inciting 
the violence and of hav¬ 
ing no interest in negotiat¬ 
ing a peace deal. Abbas 
has countered that Netan¬ 
yahu is acting in bad faith 
by promoting continued 
settlement expansion on 
territory Palestinians claim 
for their future state.

Syrian insurgent groups vow to attack Russian forces

BEIRUT (AP) — More than 
40 Syrian insurgent groups 
vowed to attack Russian 
forces in retaliafion for Mos¬ 
cow's air campaign in a 
show of unity among the 
usually fragmented rebels 
against what they called 
the “occupiers” of Syria. 
The 41 groups, which in¬ 
cluded powerful factions 
such as Ahrar al-Sham, Is¬ 
lam Army and the Levant 
Front, said Russia joined the 


war in Syria after President 
Bashar Assad’s forces were 
on the verge “of a crushing 
defeat.” 

Russia launched its air cam¬ 
paign on Wednesday and 
claims it's targeting the Is¬ 
lamic State group and al- 
Qaida’s Syrian affiliate, the 
Nusra Front. But many of fhe 
strikes appear to have hit 
Western-backed rebel fac¬ 
tions. The Russian attacks 
have largely focused on 
the northwestern and cen¬ 
tral provinces — the gate¬ 
ways to the heartland of 


Assad’s powerbase in the 
capital, Damascus, and on 
the Mediterranean coast. 
The Russian intervention 
was widely criticized by Syr¬ 
ian opposition groups and 
activists especially since 
Moscow once played the 
role of a mediator hosting 
rounds of folks between 
the Syrian government and 
its opponents. 

“This new reality requires the 
region’s countries and the 
allies in specific to hasten in 
forming a regional alliance 
to face the Russian-lranian 


alliance that occupies Syr¬ 
ia,” the 41 factions said in a 
statement released by Ah¬ 
rar al-Sham. 

It was apparently referring 
to backers of the opposi¬ 
tion such as Turkey and 
Saudi Arabia. 

A Syrian military official was 
quoted by state media as 
saying that Russian airstrikes 
on Monday hit in the cen¬ 
tral province of Homs and 
Idlib in the northwest. 

The Britain-based Syrian Ob¬ 
servatory for Human rights 
said warplanes believed to 


be Russian have targeted 
the northern town of Al-Bab 
that is a stronghold of the Is¬ 
lamic State group. 

It said the airstrike left 
“a large number" of 
casualties.A Facebook 
page used by IS posted 
photos of wounded peo¬ 
ple being treated in a clinic 
and another of what ap¬ 
peared to be a burned 
body being pulled out of a 
charred car. The Facebook 
page said dozens of peo¬ 
ple were killed or wounded 
in the airstrikes. □

Afghans requested US airstrike in Kunduz 


KABUL/WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Afghan forces who re¬ 
ported being under Taliban 
fire requested the U.S. air- 
strike that killed 22 people 
at a medical clinic in north¬ 
ern Afghanistan over the 
weekend, the top com¬ 
mander of American and 
coalition forces in Afghani¬ 
stan said Monday, correct¬ 
ing an initial U.S. statement 
that the strike had been 
launched because U.S. 
forces were threatened. 
The strike wasn’t sought by 
U.S. forces, Gen. John F. 
Campbell said at a hastily 
arranged Pentagon news 
conference. 

“We have now learned 
that on Oct. 3, Afghan 
forces advised that they 
were taking fire from ene¬ 
my positions and asked for 
air support from U.S. forc¬ 
es,” Campbell said. “An 
airstrike was then called to 
eliminate the Taliban threat 
and several civilians were 
accidentally struck. This is 
different from the initial re¬ 


ports, which indicated that 
U.S. forces were threat¬ 
ened and that the airstrike 
was called on their behalf.” 
The clinic was operated by 
the medical charity Doc¬ 
tors Without Borders. The 
attack killed at least 22 
people and wounded doz¬ 
ens more, setting the hospi¬ 
tal on fire. 

In response to Campbell's 
remarks, the organization's 
general director, Christo¬ 
pher Stokes, said the U.S. 
had admitted that it at¬ 
tacked the facility. 

“The U.S. military remains 
responsible for the targets 
it hits, even though it is part 
of a coalition,” Stokes said. 
“There can be no justifica¬ 
tion for this horrible attack. 
With such constant dis¬ 
crepancies in the U.S. and 
Afghan accounts of what 
happened, the need for 
a full transparent indepen¬ 
dent investigation is ever 
more critical." 

On Saturday, Afghan of¬ 
ficials said Taliban fighters 


were in the hospital at the 
time of the airstrike, but 
that is in dispute. 

On Sunday, NATO, under 
whose umbrella the U.S.- 
led coalition operates in Af¬ 
ghanistan, issued a state¬ 
ment saying U.S. forces 
had conducted an airstrike 
against “insurgents who 
were directly firing upon 
U.S. service members” 
who were advising Afghan 
forces in Kunduz. The state¬ 
ment also said NATO was 
undertaking a preliminary 
assessment of the incident 
by a multi-national “ca¬ 
sualty assessment team,” 
and that it would produce 
initial results “in a matter of 
days.” 

The U.S. military is doing its 
own standard investigation 
under the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice. 

Campbell’s revised ac¬ 
count does not clarify 
whether the clinic was tar¬ 
geted in error or whether 
U.S. military personnel fol¬ 
lowed procedure.^ 


North Korea releases detained 
South Korean student: report

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — North Korea on Monday 
freed a South Korean national who is a student at 
New York University, in a possible sign it wants better 
ties with rival Seoul and may back away from a recent 
threat to launch a long-range rocket later this month. 
North Korean state media said it “deported” Won 
Moon Joo, 21, at the border village of Panmunjom 
as a “humanitarian" measure about six months after 
he had been arrested for crossing the Chinese border 
into North Korea. It didn’t elaborate. 

South Korean officials confirmed Joo's repatriation. 
The National Intelligence Service, South Korea’s main 
spy agency, said it will investigate whether Joo violat¬ 
ed the country’s anti-North Korean security law, which 
prohibits unapproved travel to the North. 

Joo has permanent residency status in the Unit¬ 
ed States. The exact motivation for his travel to 
North Koreawasn’t clear. 

North Korea often uses detainees in attempts to win 
political concessions and aid from rivals Seoul and 
Washington, and a South Korean analyst said it may 
have calculated that since Joo’s alleged crime was 
relatively minor, his release might boost the impover¬ 
ished, authoritarian country’s international image and 
lead to more investment and tourism. 

Ten days ago, Joo was presented to the media in 
Pyongyang and said he had not been able to con¬ 
tact his family but wanted them to know he was 
healthy. For most of the 30-minute appearance, 
he read a prepared — and probably coached — 
speech praising the country, its government and 
people. Other foreigners who have been detained 
in North Korea have said after their release that they 
were coached closely on what to say in such state¬ 
ments. Joo is one of four South Koreans known to be 
held in North Korea. The other three are accused of 
more serious espionage acts or attempts to establish 
underground Christian churches in the country. 

The release comes amid speculation that North Ko¬ 
rea may not go ahead with an earlier threat to launch 
what it calls a satellite aboard a long-range rocket to 
mark this week’s 70th birthday of its ruling party. 

A launch would deepen an international stand¬ 
off. The U.S., South Korea and their allies say 
North Korea’slaunches are disguised tests of long- 
range missile technology that are banned by the 
United Nations. Recent commercial satellite imag¬ 
ery, however, showed no signs of preparations at 
the North’s main launch site. South Korean defense 
officials also have seen no indication of an imminent 
launch. The launch plans earlier cast doubt over a 
possible easing in animosity between the Koreas. In 
late August they agreed to resume the reunions of 
families separated by the Korean War after ending a 
military standoff caused by a mine blast on the bor¬ 
der that the South blamed on the North. The blast seri¬

suspects got away.

Wednesday night. 

A hotel security guard 
alerted police around 10 
p.m. Saturday about four 
people unloading pack¬ 
ages from the boat in a 
suspicious manner. Police 
were interviewing the ar¬ 
rested man before turning 
him over to federal au¬ 
thorities. 

The superintendent said 
police this year have 
seized about 14,300 
pounds (6,500 kilograms) 
of drugs, mostly cocaine, 
more than what was 
seized in 2013 and 2014 
combined.

“Every estate, without 
any exception, is operating 
at a loss,” inquiry chairman 
Vibert Parvatan said in a 
preliminary report issued to 
government officials. 


The commission is ex¬ 
pected to release a final 
report later this month to 
determine what the gov¬ 
ernment should do about 
the Guyana Sugar Corpo¬ 
ration. The company has 
struggled with an increase 
in production costs amid 
falling international sugar 
prices, and it has faced la¬ 


bor shortages, strikes and 
changing weather pat¬ 
terns. It also has to pay 
back a $200 million loan 
from China that was used 
to build a new sugar fac¬ 
tory in Guyana’s southeast 
region that has struggled 
to function properly. 
Government officials in 
June fired the sugar cor¬ 


poration’s director and 
forced board members to 
resign after executives said 
the company had run out 
of money to pay workers’ 
salaries. Guyana is the larg¬ 
est sugar-producing coun¬ 
try in the Caribbean Com¬ 
munity trade bloc, but it 
has seen a steady drop in 
productionO 


Questions arise about neighborhood where slide killed 139

SANTA CATARINA PINULA, 
Guatemala (AP) — Emer¬ 
gency workers spent a 
fourth day digging bodies 
out of a massive mudslide 
on Monday, watching the 
death toll rise to 139 as 
questions mounted about 
why people were allowed 
to build homes at the base 
of a dangerous hillside next 
to a small river. 

Backhoes continued to 
remove thousands of tons 
of dirt from the acres-wide 
mudflow on the outskirts 
of Guatemala City, with 
practically no hope of 
finding anyone alive and 
increasing difficulties in res¬ 
cuing whole bodies. 
Guatemala’s national Di¬ 
saster Reduction Commis¬ 
sion, known as the Conred, 
said Monday it had warned 
about the risk to the Cam¬ 
bray neighborhood since 
last year, and had recom¬ 
mended that residents be 
relocated. 

The commission has now 
declared the Cambray 
area uninhabitable; about 
300 people remain missing. 
Commission Director Ale¬ 


jandro Maldonado said he 
had warned Mayor Tono 
Coro of fhe municipality of 
Santa Catarina Pinula that 
the river was eating away 
at the base of fhe steep 
hill. 

Maldonado said he was 
waiting for a report from lo¬ 


cal authorities about what 
they had done in response 
to the warning. 

Municipal spokesman 
Manuel Pocasangre said 
local authorities had 
warned residents about 
the dangers, but the in¬ 
habitants did not want to 


leave their homes. 
Maldonado acknowl¬ 
edged there are many 
neighborhoods like Cam¬ 
bray in and around Guate¬ 
mala City that are at risk of 
flooding or mudslides. 
“What happened in Cam¬ 
bray is just a tragic case 


of what could potentially 
happen throughout the 
city,” Maldonado said. 
Rescue efforts resumed 
early Monday, but over¬ 
night rain made the dig¬ 
ging more precarious, said 
fire department spokes¬ 
man Julio Sanchez. He said 
the number of rescuers has 
been reduced and crews 
were using heavy machin¬ 
ery to move the mud. 
Maldonado said authori¬ 
ties are still committed to 
recovering the bodies of 
victims, but stressed “we 
are not going to risk more 
lives unnecessarily.” In the 
past, some mudslide areas 
have been left partially un¬ 
excavated and declared 
de-facto graveyards. 

On Monday, 187 people 
waited on cots inside the 
Salon Municipal, an au¬ 
ditorium the town usually 
employs for events and 
parties. Displaced families 
could find food, medical 
services, activities for chil¬ 
dren and psychological 
services there. But no one 
yet was talking about re¬ 
location or compensation 
for losing their homes, most 
of which remain intact and 
weren’t hit by the slide.Q 


5 Argentine presidential hopefuls hold debate, blast Scioli

BUENOS AIRES, Argen¬ 
tina (AP) — Five Argentine 
presidential candidates 
shared their ideas with the 
nation during a debate this 
weekend, expounding on 
topics from high inflation 
to combating drug traffick¬ 
ing while saving their most 
withering critiques for fhe 
poll leader who skipped 
the event. 

Ruling party candidate 
Daniel Scioli, the chosen 


successor of President Cris¬ 
tina Fernandez, said a few 
weeks ago he would not 
attend because a law was 
necessary to regulate such 
encounters. In a television 
interview Sunday, Scioli, 
governor of the Buenos 
Aires province, said “de¬ 
bates often take an ag¬ 
gressive tone” and that 
voters knew what he stood 
for. 

The candidates on stage 
didn't agree. 

“I regret that he isn't here,” 


said Mauricio Macri, out¬ 
going mayor of Buenos Ai¬ 
res and the leading oppo¬ 
sition candidate. 

“It looks like (the ruling par¬ 
ty) is having trouble defin¬ 
ing who is going fo govern 
if it wins the presidency,” 
said Macri, implying that 
Scioli was taking orders 
from Fernandez. 

Sergio Massa, an opposi¬ 
tion candidate who broke 
from Fernandez’s party to 
create his own, added the¬ 
atrics to a barb for Scioli. 


“He was disrespectful in 
not coming here. His si¬ 
lence is mocking society,” 
said Massa, who then used 
the remaining 30 seconds 
allotted for an answer to 
remain silent and stone¬ 
faced. 

Organizers had billed the 
event as the first national 
presidential debate, but 
Scioli's absence took away 
from some of fhe event’s 
luster. 

Roberto Bacman, direc¬ 
tor of the Center for Public 


Opinion Studies, a South 
American research firm, 
said Scioli simply calculat¬ 
ed that there was little to 
gain by exposing himself to 
five other candidates who 
would surely attack. 
Recent polls show Scioli 
with nearly 41 percent of 
the electorate’s support, 
compared to 29 to 30 per¬ 
cent for Macri and about 
18 for Massa. 

If such numbers hold, Scioli 
would win the Oct. 25 elec¬ 
tion in the first round. □

Dolphins coach

MIAMI (AP) - New Mi¬ 
ami Dolphins coach Dan 
Campbell believes his un¬ 
derachieving team needs 
to show more aggressive¬ 
ness that stops just short of 
dirty play, and he looks for¬ 
ward to breaking up a few 
fights in practice. 

Joe Philbin he's not - which 
was the motive for the Dol¬ 
phins’ coaching change 
Monday. 

Owner Stephen Ross fired 
Philbin four games into his 
fourth season, and one 
day after a flop on an in¬ 
ternational stage helped 
seal his fate. 

Tight ends coach Camp¬ 
bell was promoted to inter¬ 
im coach. His only coach¬ 
ing experience is with the 
Dolphins, who hired him 
as an intern in 2010, but 
the former NFL tight end 
was poised as well as pas¬ 
sionate during a 25-minute 
introductory news confer¬ 
ence.

“That’s not my plan. We're 
coming here to win games. 
It’s still early. We have time 
to turn everything around. 
But we can't wait." 

The Dolphins (1-3) lost their 
third game in a row Sun¬ 
day with their fourth con¬ 
secutive lackluster perfor¬ 
mance, a 27-14 loss to the 
archrival New York Jets in 
London. 

Midseason head coach¬ 
ing changes are unusual in 
the NFL, but a year ago the 
Raiders’ Dennis Allen was 
fired following Week 4 after 
losing - to the Dolphins in 
London. 

In this case, few will accuse 
Ross of impatience. He ig¬ 
nored calls to fire Philbin in 
December after the team 
faded to finish 8-8 for a 
second successive season. 
Doubts only grew this sea¬ 
son regarding Philbin’s in¬ 
ability to motivate players 
with his passive demeanor. 
Campbell, who lists Sean 
Payton and Bill Parcells as 
mentors, said he respect¬ 
ed Philbin but wants to 
change the culture. 

“My vision is a bunch of

hard-nosed guys that go 
out every day for practice 
and are ultra-competi¬ 
tive,” Campbell said. 
“These are guys that are 
scratching and clawing, 
very intense, very heated, 
and on Sunday it’s that 
same team. 

“We are going to play by 
the rules, but we’re going 
to be much more aggres¬ 
sive. There’s always that 
line: ‘This is OK to do, and 
this is dirty.’ I’m not saying 
we want dirty players, but 
we're going to walk that 
line. I don’t want us play¬ 
ing on our heels. I want us 
playing on our toes." 
Campbell said he wasn't 
ready to make any deci¬ 
sions regarding possible 
changes in the rest of the 
coaching staff, which in¬ 
cludes embattled defen¬ 
sive coordinator Kevin 
Coyle. Miami has a bye 
this week and next plays at 
Tennessee on Oct. 18. 

The Dolphins have started 
poorly in every game and 
have been outscored 37-3 
in the first quarter. They 
rank last in the AFC in rush¬ 


ing and offensive points per 
game, and last in the NFL 
in sacks and run defense 
despite the offseason ad¬ 
dition of $114 million tackle 
Ndamukong Suh. 

Lack of talent isn’t the 
problem, Campbell said. 
“This is my sixth season with 
the Miami Dolphins, and 
this is the most talented ros¬ 
ter we have had in those 
six years," Campbell said.

“We have plenty of talent. 
I feel there’s a lot more we 
can get out of these guys.” 
Campbell becomes the 
eighth coach since 2004 for 
the Dolphins, who haven’t 
won a playoff game since 
2000. 

Philbin, who was hired as 
a first-time head coach in 
2012, went 24-28. He failed 
to reach the playoffs or 
even finish above .500, and 


his job has been in jeopar¬ 
dy since a rocky 2013 sea¬ 
son that included a bully¬ 
ing scandal. 

But even after this year's 
dismal start, Ross said, the 
decision to fire Philbin was 
difficult. 

“I don’t believe we were 
performing at the potential 
we have,” he said. 

“I felt this was the time 
to make this decision. I 
haven't seen a lot of im¬ 
provement. I see the same 
old, same old. 

“My goal is still to make the 
playoffs. I felt this was the 
best opportunity we have 
- to pick Dan Campbell as 
our head coach.” 

Philbin issued a statement 
thanking Ross, his players 
and his assistant coaches. 
“It is my hope that the 2015 
Miami Dolphins achieve 
great success both on and 
off fhe field,” he said. 
Campbell said fhe pros¬ 
pect of replacing Philbin 
and becoming an NFL 
head coach was “a little 
surreal,” but he expects to 
retain the job beyond his 
interim stint. 

“It’s a little bit of, ‘Whoa, 
what are you getting into?' 
But I’m ready for this. I can 
do this.'O

CC Sabathia to enter alcohol rehab center, miss playoffs

NEW YORK (AP) - CC Sa¬ 
bathia walked into man¬ 
ager Joe Girardi’s office in 
Baltimore on Sunday and 
made a stunning admis¬ 
sion: He has an alcohol 
problem. 

“The first thing he said is, ‘I 
need help,’” Girardi said 
Monday during a workout 
at Yankee Stadium for the 
AL wild-card game. “I was 
shocked.” 

Sabathia surprised many 
in the Yankees organiza¬ 
tion by revealing his prob¬ 
lem. And with the team's 
help, the burly left-hander 
is checking into a rehab 
center and will miss the 
postseason, a setback to 
the pitching staff the day 
before New York meets 
Houston in the AL wild-card 
game. 

The team issued a state¬ 
ment Monday from the 
2007 AL Young Award win¬ 
ner, who said he took the 
step to receive the care 
he needs and become the 
kind of person “I can be 
proud of.” 

“I love baseball and I love 
my teammates like broth¬ 
ers, and I am also fully 
aware that I am leaving 
at a time when we should 
all be coming together for 
one last push toward the 
World Series,” the 35-year- 
old Sabathia said. “It hurts 
me deeply to do this now, 
but I owe it to myself and 
to my family to get myself 
right. I want to take control 
of my disease, and I want 
to be a better man, father 
and player.” 

A leader in the clubhouse 
who helped the Yankees 
to the 2009 World Series 
championship, received 
the unconditional support 
of his teammates. 


“We play for CC now,” Alex 
Rodriguez said. 

Sabathia is 214-129 in 15 
major league seasons and 
was 6-10 with a 4.73 ERA 
this year, slowed by his sur¬ 
gically repaired right knee. 
After returning from the dis¬ 
abled list and using a tight¬ 
er brace, the 300-pound- 
plus pitcher was 2-1 with a 
2.17 ERA in his last five starts. 
He got the win against Bos¬ 
ton last week that clinched 
the Yankees' return to the 
postseason following a rare 
two-year absence. 

“As difficult as this decision 
is to share publicly, I don’t 
want to run and hide," Sa¬ 
bathia said. “Being an adult 
means being accountable. 
Being a baseball player 
means that others look up 
to you. I want my kids - and 
others who may have be¬ 
come fans of mine over the 
years - to know that I am 
not too big of a man to ask 
for help. I want to hold my 
head up high, have a full 
heart and be the type of 
person again that I can be 
proud of. And that’s exact¬ 
ly what I am going to do.” 
General manager Brian 
Cashman, along with the 
players and Girardi, would 
not elaborate on who was 
involved in helping Sa¬ 
bathia inform the team 
and come to the decision 
that he needed immediate 
help. 

But Cashman did say that 
it wasn’t one incident that 
affected the timing of the 
decision, and that no one 
asked the six-time All-Star 
to put off the decision until 
after the postseason. 

“It’s an acknowledgement 
that the issue that he has is 
bigger than what we are 
going through right now,” 
Cashman said. 

In mid-August, TMZ posted 


video of Sabathia getting 
into a confrontation with 
hecklers outside a night¬ 
club in Toronto. 

“I just flipped out, you know. 

I could have handled it bet¬ 
ter,” Sabathia said a few 
days later. “Made a bad 
decision. Sometimes these 
things happen,” he said. 
The Yankees’ staff strug¬ 
gled in September, with 
Masahiro Tanaka’s ham¬ 
string injury and ineffective 
outings by Michael Pineda 
and Ivan Nova. If the Yan¬ 
kees beat the Astros, rookie 
Luis Severino, Pineda, Nova 
and Tanaka could be their 
starters in the AL Division 
Series against Kansas City. 
Sabathia likely would have 
gotten a start. 

“The fact that it’s occurred 
and this is something we are 
dealing with the day before 
our playoffs start makes me 
that much even more im¬ 
pressed with the courage 


that it’s taken,” Cashman 
said. “He could’ve come 
up with a lot of different 
things to hide whatever he 
is dealing with right now.” 
Known for his positive de¬ 
meanor, charitable work 
and love of Cap'n Crunch 
cereal, Sabathia was a first- 
round draft pick by Cleve¬ 
land in 1998 and made his 
big league debut three 
years later. Convinced 
they could not afford fo re¬ 
sign him, the Indians traded 
him to Milwaukee during 
the 2008 season, and he 
helped the Brewers reach 
the playoffs. 

“We're proud of him for 
stepping up and admitting 
he had a problem and re¬ 
alizing it’s a whole lot more 
important than what we’ve 
got going on around here,” 
Yankees outfielder Brett 
Gardner. “Since 2009 he’s 
been a huge part of what 
we’ve done around here.

Definitely would like to 
play well tomorrow night 
and advance and make 
him proud." 

Sabathia signed a $161 mil¬ 
lion, seven-year contract 
with the Yankees before the 
2009 season and helped 
New York win the World 
Series during his first year 
in the Bronx. Rather than 
exercise his right to termi¬ 
nate the contract after the 
2011 season, he agreed to 
a new deal - adding a $25 
million guaranteed salary 
for 2016 and a $25 million 
team option for 2017 with a 
$5 million buyout. That sal¬ 
ary would become guar¬ 
anteed if he doesn’t have 
a major left shoulder injury 
next season. 

“I am looking forward to 
being out on the field with 
my team next season play¬ 
ing the game that brings 
me so much happiness," 
Sabathia said. □

MILAN (AP) — Two-time 
Giro d’Italia winner Ivan 
Basso is retiring from profes¬ 
sional cycling after recov¬ 
ering from cancer. 

Basso, who was expected 
to resume his career after 
being cleared following 
treatment, said at the 2016 
Giro route presentation on 
Monday that he would in¬ 
stead take a managerial 
role within his Tinkoff-Saxo 
team. 

“Every athlete knows that 
his light will not shine bright 
throughout his career. In¬ 
evitably, at some stage it 
will start dimming and it's 
the sign of a wise athlete 
to know when the moment 
has come to turn it off,” the 
37-year-old Italian said. 
Basso was diagnosed with 
testicular cancer at the 
Tour de France in July af¬ 
ter crashing during the 
fifth stage. He underwent 
successful surgery and re¬ 
turned to training in Au¬ 


gust. 

Basso, who finished sec¬ 
ond to Lance Armstrong in 
the 2005 Tour, was forced 
out before the start of the 
world’s premier cycle race 
the year after because 
of blood doping suspi¬ 
cions. The Italian ultimately 
confirmed his blood was 
among the frozen blood 


samples found in Spain 
as part of the Operation 
Puerto doping investiga¬ 
tion and was subsequently 
suspended for two years. 
He returned to competition 
with the Liquigas team at 
the end of the 2008 season 
and won the Giro for the 
second time in 2010. His first 
win came in 2006.Q

After Bouchard retired from 
the match, Petkovic came 
around the net to check 
on her. 

“I just asked her what hap¬ 
pened, and she told me 
that she felt very dizzy,” 
the German said. “Then I 
asked if it was the same, if 
it still was the concussion. 
She said, ‘Yeah, it tends to 
come back when she gets 
physically very active.'" 


It’s been a difficult year 
for Bouchard following her 
breakout season in 2014 
when she reached the 
Wimbledon final and the 
semis at the Australian and 
French Open. Her record 
in 2015, meanwhile, is just 
12-17 and her ranking has 
fallen all the way from No. 
5 to No. 38. 

The Canadian's retirement 
came on the heels of four

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

name of Apple’s new Mac 
operating system says a lot 
about what to expect. 

“El Capitan” won’t offer 
dramatic changes, but 
rather refinements and 
enhancements to the cur¬ 
rent Mac system, called 
Yosemite. In real life, El 
Capitan is a rock formation 
in Yosemite National Park. 
It’s as though the new Mac 
system isn’t big enough to 
leave Yosemite. 
Nonetheless, it’s an up¬ 
grade worth having after 
it’s out Wednesday, espe¬ 
cially as it's free. Though 
you're not getting a lot of 
new functionality, El Capi¬ 
tan is packed with goodies 
that will shave off seconds 
here and there. Those sec¬ 
onds will add up. 

Just back up your sys¬ 
tem before upgrading, 
and make sure any apps 
you use frequently will 
work with the new system. 
Sometimes, it takes app 
makers weeks or months 
to catch up, especially for 
non-Apple apps. 

Once you get El Capitan, 
here are six features worth 
checking out: 

PINNING WEBSITES 
A pin is like a bookmark 
on Apple’s Safari browser, 
except the website you’re 
pinning is always open 
and refreshing in the back¬ 
ground. If you visit another 


website and come back, 
pins remember where you 
left off — as long as you 
don’t close the browser. 
You might say this sounds 
like browser tabs. A key 
difference is when you 
click on an external link 
and leave a pinned site, 
the browser opens a new 
tab, so you don’t lose your 
place on the pinned site. 
With tabs, the new site 
sometimes replaces the 
site you were on. 

MUTING AUDIO 


As websites get aggressive 
at delivering video ads and 
content, audio might play 
automatically. This gets an¬ 
noying if you're watching 
video in another window. 
Safari now has a speaker 
icon to instantly mute all 
audio playing in the brows¬ 
er, without affecting audio 
elsewhere. With the com¬ 
puter's mute button, it’s all 
or nothing. 

If the video you’re watch¬ 
ing is playing in the same 
browser, the audio for that 


will mute, too. It works bet¬ 
ter when playing video in a 
stand-alone app, such as 
iTunes. Or you can install 
a separate browser, such 
as Google's Chrome, and 
play your Netflix or Hulu vid¬ 
eo there. 

SPLIT SCREENS AND SPACES 

The Mac has long let you 
run multiple apps in sepa¬ 
rate windows, but you’ve 
been limited to one app 
when it’s in full-screen 
mode. This changes with 
El Capitan's Split View, a 


feature Microsoft has had 
since Window 8’s release 
in 2012. Although you can 
come close to split screens 
by resizing two windows 
and placing them side by 
side, you now just need to 
press and hold the green 
button on the top left of an 
app’s window. 

The introduction of split 
screens also uncovers a 
little-known feature called 
Spaces. If your desktop 
feels cluttered, you can 
spread your apps out in 
groups, or Spaces. One 
Space might be for your 
productivity apps, such 
as spreadsheets. Another 
might be for goofing off. 
If you're on a laptop, it's 
easy to switch by swiping 
three fingers on the touch- 
pad left or right. That’s per¬ 
fect for when your boss 
suddenly walks by. 

BETTER NOTES 

The Notes app has tradi¬ 
tionally been little more 
than a word-processing 
app. Now, it’s possible 
to drag in photos, add 
map locations and create 
checklists. It's also easier 
to sift through Web links 
and attachments you've 
added. The Notes app on 
iPhones and iPads got a 
comparable update, and 
your notes sync across Ap¬ 
ple devices. You can also 
access them on Windows 
computers through icloud. 
com. Android users are out 
of luck.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — TiVo 
wants to help you skip TV 
commercials. 

With one press of a button 
on the remote, TiVo’s new 
digital video recorder will 
skip the entire commercial 
break. That’s quicker than 
the 30-second forward fea¬ 
ture found on previous Ti- 
Vos. On the new TiVo Bolt, 
TiVo will tag the start and 
end of commercial breaks 
so that viewers can skip 
that section when watch¬ 
ing on their recordings. The 
feature will work with about 
20 over-the-air and cable 


channels, including the 
major broadcast networks, 
mostly during prime-time 
hours. 

Satellite TV provider Dish 
has had a similar feature 
on its Hopper DVR, which 
has prompting lawsuits 
from several TV channels. 
Dish has been settling them 
as part of broader agree¬ 
ments for rights to include 
the channels on Dish's line¬ 
up. In an agreement with 
CBS, for instance. Dish's 
commercial-skipping fea¬ 
ture is blocked for the first 
seven days after a pro¬ 
gram is broadcast on a 
CBS-owned station. 


The San Jose, California, 
company hopes to avoid 
legal problems by leaving 
it to users to enable the 
feature, said TiVo Inc. Vice 
President Jim Denney. 
“We're not changing the 
underlying content," Den¬ 
ney said in an interview. 
“We’re not auto-eliminat¬ 
ing commercials. The user 
does it. We’re giving users 
a tool to get through their 
content more quickly.” 

The TiVo Bolt also has a 
“quick mode" that plays 
back recordings 30 per¬ 
cent faster. The pitch on 
the audio is adjusted using 
software so that it won't 


sound odd. With this and 
the commercial skipping, it 
will be possible to watch an 
hour-long show in roughly a 
half-hour. 

Other features include sup¬ 
port for video in Ultra HD, or 


4K, resolution when chan¬ 
nels start offering that qual¬ 
ity. As with past models, the 
TiVo Bolt offers a unified

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Stocks end sharply higher; GE leads gains in industrials

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
rallied in the U.S. and over¬ 
seas Monday after last 
week’s gloomy jobs report 
led investors to expect that 
the Federal Reserve will 
wait even longer before 
making its first interest rate 
increase since the financial 
crisis. 

Energy stocks rose along 
with the price of oil, while 
General Electric pushed in¬ 
dustrial stocks higher. 

On Monday the Dow Jones 
industrial average added 
304.06 points, or 1.9 per¬ 
cent, to 16,776.43. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 in¬ 
dex rose 35.69 points, or 1.8 
percent, to 1,987.05 and 
the Nasdaq composite in¬ 
dex rose 73.49 points, or 1.6 
percent, to 4,781.26. 

It was the fifth straight day 
of gains for the S&P 500, 
a reversal of the five con¬ 
secutive losses for the index 
right before the rally be¬ 
gan. 

Monday’s rally was a con¬ 
tinuation of a surge that 
began Friday, when the 
Labor Department said U.S. 
employers created only 
142,000 jobs in September, 
far less than expected. Last 
week’s jobs report is being 
taken as positive by inves¬ 
tors who want the Fed to 
postpone raising interest 
rates. The Fed next meets 
at the end of this month 
and again in late Decem¬ 
ber. Ultra-low interest rates 
in place since the 2008 fi¬ 
nancial crisis have helped 
drive stock prices higher. 

“It seems clear that inves¬ 
tors have decided that 
the Federal Reserve can¬ 
not raise rates at its Octo¬ 
ber meeting and probably 


cannot raise rates for lon¬ 
ger than that,” said Kristina 
Hooper, head of invest¬ 
ment strategies for the U.S. 
at Allianz Global Investors. 
Hooper pointed to the 
trading of Fed fund futures. 


which are securities that 
bet on which way the Fed 
will move interest rates. 
Those futures now indicate 
that investors expect the 
most likely timing for the 
next rate increase is March 
2016. 

Whether the Fed agrees 
with investors remains to be 
seen. Fed officials, includ¬ 
ing Janet Yellen, have said 
the central bank is look¬ 
ing to start raising rates this 
year. On Thursday, investors 
will get the minutes from 
the Fed's September meet¬ 
ing, which should provide 
insight into where Fed poli¬ 
cymakers stand. 


Monday’s gains were 
broad. Higher energy 
prices pushed oil and gas 
stocks to gains. U.S. crude 
gained 72 cents to close at 
$46.26 a barrel in New York. 
Brent Crude, a benchmark 


for international oils used 
by many U.S. refineries, rose 
$1.12 to close at $49.25 a 
barrel in London. 

The energy sector of the 
S&P 500 gained 2.9 per¬ 
cent, much more than the 
rest of the market. 

Dow member General 
Electric rose $1.35, or 5.3 
percent, to $26.82 after 
activist investor Nelson 
Peltz disclosed he had ac¬ 
cumulated a $2.5 billion 
stake in GE. Peltz is likely to 
put more pressure on GE’s 
CEO Jeffrey Immelt to raise 
the company's stock price, 
which has lingered around 
$25-$26 a share for the last 


two years. 

Alphabet Inc., the new par¬ 
ent company of Google, 
rose $14.69, or 2.2 percent, 
to $671.68. Google an¬ 
nounced earlier this year 
that it would reorganize. 


Alphabet will be the parent 
company, with Google be¬ 
ing the largest subsidiary. 
This would allow investors 
to see how well Google’s 
core business was doing, 
separately from its more 
experimental ventures like 
driverless cars. Monday 
was the first day the com¬ 
pany started trading as Al¬ 
phabet. 

Twitter jumped $1.84, or 
7 percent, to $28.15 after 
the company said it was 
moving its co-founder Jack 
Dorsey into the CEO posi¬ 
tion full-time. Dorsey had 
been interim CEO since 
JuneO

Alcoa announces $1B fastener deal with Airbus 


NEW YORK (AP) — Metals 
maker Alcoa, which said 
last week it will split itself into 
two companies, on Mon¬ 
day announced a $1 billion 
contract with aircraft mak¬ 
er Airbus. Alcoa will make 
bolts, nuts and rivets used 
to hold a variety of aircraft 
together. The company 
said the contract is its larg- 
est-ever fastener deal with 
Airbus, one of the biggest 
manufacturers of aircraft in 


the world. Alcoa’s parts will 
be used in jets including the 
A330, A320neo, and Airbus’ 
newest commercial plane, 
the A350 XWB. 

Shares of Alcoa rose 85 
cents, or 8.9 percent, to 
$10.37 in afternoon trading. 
The stock has fallen 34 per¬ 
cent over the last year. 
Through a string of deals 
Alcoa has remade itself as 
a manufacturer of light¬ 
weight metal and alloy 


products for aerospace 
and autos. A week ago Al¬ 
coa said it would split into 
two companies: the aero¬ 
space and auto segments 
will be part of a new, as- 
yet-unnamed engineered 
products company, while 
its bauxite, aluminum and 
casting operations will 
keep the Alcoa name. 
Alcoa says the engineered 
products business had 
about $14.5 billion in rev¬ 


enue over the 12 months 
that ended June 30, and 
the upstream business had 
about $13.2 billion in rev¬ 
enue over that period. The 
company expects to com¬ 
plete the split by late 2016. 
Alcoa Inc. is scheduled 
to report its third-quarter 
results after the market 
closes on Thursday. Its re¬ 
port is considered the start 
of the quarterly earnings 
period.Q

AP: DuPont CEO 
Kullman retiring 
effective Oct. 16 

DOVER, Del. (AP) — The Du¬ 
Pont Co. has announced 
the sudden retirement of 
Ellen Kullman as chairwom¬ 
an and CEO. The com¬ 
pany said Kullman, 59, will 
step down at the end of 
next week. Edward Breen, 
a DuPont board member, 
will serve as Kullman's in¬ 
terim replacement. Du¬ 
Pont also downgraded its 
operating earnings outlook 
on Monday, saying it now 
expects operating earn¬ 
ings per share for the full 
year of about $2.75, com¬ 
pared with prior guidance 
of $3.10. The company 
said the revised outlook 
primarily reflects contin¬ 
ued strengthening of the 
U.S. dollar versus curren¬ 
cies in emerging markets, 
particularly in Brazil, and a 
further weakening of agri¬ 
cultural markets, primarily 
in Brazil. The company now 
expects second-half op¬ 
erating earnings per share 
of about 40 cents, down 
from its prior guidance of 
75 cents. DuPont shares 
rallied in extended trading. 

Rolls-Royce plans 
$600M upgrade of 
Indianapolis plant 

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Rolls- 
Royce has announced 
plans to spend $600 million 
over the next five years to 
upgrade the Indianapolis 
plant where it builds air¬ 
craft engines. The British 
company said Monday 
that its modernization of 
the plant on the city's south 
side will reduce its costs by 
replacing outdated infra¬ 
structure and equipment 
dating back to World War 
II. Rolls-Royce says the up¬ 
grade will add advanced 
manufacturing methods 
and consolidate the India¬ 
napolis operations where 
its workers make engines 
for a wide range of military 
and commercial aircraft, 
as well as marine propul¬ 
sion systems. The com¬ 
pany has more than 1,000 
workers at its Indianapolis 
complexO 
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American Apparel files for Ch. 11 bankruptcy protection 


NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri¬ 
can Apparel has filed for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
protection almost a year 
after ousting founder 
Dov Charney, who is now 
locked in a contentious a 
legal fight with the retailer. 
American Apparel cau¬ 
tioned in August that it 
didn't have enough fi¬ 
nancing to keep operating 
for the next year and that 
investors could suffer big 
losses on their investments. 
American Apparel has lost 


money every year since 
2010, with revenue wilt¬ 
ing as competition from 
fast-fashion retailers has in¬ 
creased. 

The company is being sued 
by ex-CEO Charney, who 
was fired in December fol¬ 
lowing allegations that he 
had violated its sexual ha¬ 
rassment policy. 

Charney denies those 
charges. 

Charney has also filed a $30 
million lawsuit against Stan¬ 
dard General, one of the 


company’s biggest share¬ 
holders, for defamation. 
The Los Angeles company 
said that its U.S. retail stores 
— as well as wholesale and 
U.S. manufacturing — will 
continue to operate. 
International stores are not 
affected. American Appar¬ 
el had approximately 227 
retail stores in 19 countries 
as of Sept. 30. 

John Brooks, a former busi¬ 
ness development manag¬ 
er for American Apparel, 
said Monday that while it’s 


not a surprise that the com¬ 
pany is seeking protection, 
it will be interesting to see 
who will benefit from the 
bankruptcy filing and what 
the business will look like af¬ 
ter. 

The chain also said that it 
will pay all of its suppliers in 
full under normal terms for 
goods and services provid¬ 
ed on or after bankruptcy 
filing on Monday. 

The plan will wipe out more 
than $200 million in bonds 
held by the retailer in ex¬ 


change for equity interests. 
Lenders will provide about 
$90 million in debtor-in-pos¬ 
session financing. 

American Apparel's board 
has approved the restruc¬ 
turing plan, which is ex¬ 
pected to be completed in 
about six months. 

It still needs approvals from 
the U.S. Bankruptcy Court 
for the District of Delaware. 
Shares of American Ap¬ 
parel Inc. plunged more 
than 24 percent before the 
opening bell Monday .□ 


BMS paying $14.6M to settle SEC charges on payments in China

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Bristol-Myers Squibb will 
pay $14.6 million to settle 
charges from U.S. regula¬ 
tors that its joint venture in 
China gave cash and oth¬ 
er benefits to government 
health care providers to 
boost drug sales. 

The Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission an¬ 
nounced the settlement of 
civil charges Monday with 
the company, one of the 
largest drugmakers in the 
world. Bristol-Myers Squibb, 
based in New York, makes 
and sells prescription and 
over-the-counter medi¬ 
cines worldwide. 

The SEC says sales person¬ 
nel at the company's joint 
venture plied staff at hospi¬ 
tals owned or controlled by 
the Chinese government 
with cash, jewelry, meals, 
travel and entertainment 
to secure and expand pre¬ 
scription drug business. The 
agency says the joint ven¬ 


ture, of which Bristol-Myers 
Squibb is majority owner, 
inaccurately recorded 
the cash and gifts as le¬ 
gitimate business expenses 
in its books. The payments 
allegedly were made be¬ 
tween 2009 and 2014. 
Bristol-Myers Squibb was 
the latest multinational 
drugmaker to be sanc¬ 
tioned for business prac¬ 
tices in China. In China's 
health system, low salaries 
and strained budgets have 
driven doctors, nurses and 
hospital administrators to 
make ends meet by ac¬ 
cepting money from pa¬ 
tients, drug suppliers and 
others. 

Many blame a system in 
which China's hospitals 
are nearly all state-run but 
get too little money from 
Beijing. Most of the coun¬ 
try’s doctors are hospital 
employees and are barred 
from adding to their in¬ 
come by taking on second 
jobs. 

The ruling Communist Party

has promised higher health 
spending as part of efforts 
to spread more of China’s 
prosperity to its poor major¬ 
ity. But with a population of 
1.3 billion, the cost of a full- 
scale overhaul is daunting. 


Britain-based GlaxoSmith¬ 
Kline Drug maker GlaxoS¬ 
mithKline was fined $492 
million by a Chinese court 
in September 2014 for brib¬ 
ing doctors in China. It was 
the biggest such penalty at 


the time imposed by a Chi¬ 
nese court. 

Eli Lilly & Co. agreed to 
pay $29.4 million in 2012 to 
resolve SEC allegations of 
corrupt business practices 
by its overseas partners in 
China, Brazil, Poland and 
Russia. Also in 2012, Pfizer 
Inc. agreed to pay $60 
million to settle SEC alle¬ 
gations that its employees 
bribed doctors and other 
health care personnel in 
China as well as Italy, Rus¬ 
sia, Croatia and other East¬ 
ern European countries. 

In the latest settlement, 
the SEC alleged that Bris¬ 
tol-Myers Squibb failed to 
take action in response 
to red flags indicating the 
payment of bribes by sales 
staff in the joint venture, 
including notations in inter¬ 
nal audits of the Chinese 
joint venture. The drug- 
maker neither admitted 
nor denied wrongdoing in 
the settlement of alleged 
violations of the Foreign 
Corrupt Practices Act. □ 


Trian becomes one of top GE investors, buying $2.5B stake 


NEW YORK (AP) — Trian 
Fund Management is now 
one of General Electric’s 
biggest shareholders after 
the firm led by activist in¬ 
vestor Nelson Peltz placed 
its largest bet to date, 
about $2.5 billion, as it posi¬ 
tions itself to play a role in 
the transformation of the 
industrial conglomerate. 
General Electric Co. has 
refocused its trajectory on 
its industrial roots — making 
large, complicated equip¬ 
ment for other companies 


— and selling off its finan¬ 
cial operations. That, in a 
large part, is due to stricter 
federal oversight by feder¬ 
al regulators in the wake of 
the financial crisis. 

That push continued Mon¬ 
day with the $2.5 billion sale 
of GE’s corporate aircraft fi¬ 
nancing unit to Global Jet 
Capital. The private com¬ 
pany based in Boca Raton, 
Florida, will get a portfolio 
of loans and leases, more 
than 300 aircraft and a 
team of GE employees. 


Trian acquired 98.5 million 
shares, or about 1 percent 
of the Fairfield, Connecti¬ 
cut, company. The fund’s 
executives, Peltz and Ed 
Garden, have a longstand¬ 
ing relationship with GE 
CEO Jeff Immelt. Rather 
than seeking to force cor¬ 
porate changes from GE, it 
appeared the Trian invest¬ 
ment was in support of Im- 
melt’s goals. 

“GE is executing a bold 
transformation that will 
generate attractive stock¬ 


holder returns in the years 
ahead as the company 
reshapes its portfolio," Trian 
said in a statement. 

Trian, unlike with other ma¬ 
jor investments, has not 
asked GE for board repre¬ 
sentation. 

In May, Dupont sharehold¬ 
ers rejected a contentious 
campaign by Trian for seats 
on its board. The fund had 
sought more influence at 
DuPont, saying that the 
company was falling short 
of its potential. In June, 


Trian took a stake in the 
water and fluid-products 
systems company Pentair 
and pushed it to consider 
acquisitions. 

Immelt, meanwhile, says 
GE is looking forward to 
constructive dialogue with 
Trian as it moves ahead 
with its transformation. 
General Electric shares rose 
almost 4 percent, or $1.01, 
to $26.48 in morning trad¬ 
ing Monday. Its shares are 
up about 4.5 percent so far 
this year. □

BEIJING (AP) — Soup 
spoon, salad fork ... Zhang 
Zhejing struggled to re¬ 
member how to lay out the 
cutlery on either side of the 
plate. She also forgot to 
put the water glass next to 
the wine glass — a crucial 
mistake that would not go 
unnoticed by her two ex¬ 
aminers. 

Ironing, suitcase-packing, 
cooking and Western- 
style table setting — with 
knives, forks and spoons 
rather than with chopsticks 
— were all part of the final 
test at the International 
Butler Academy based in 
the southwestern Chinese 
city of Chengdu. 

The six-week program 
teaches everything a Eu- 
ropean-style butler needs 
to know to manage a rich 
family’s household to the 
highest standards: from eti¬ 
quette to organizing trips 
to exclusive destinations. 
Those skills are in growing 
demand among China’s 
super-rich. 

Zhang, 38, a longtime high 
school English teacher from 
Shandong province, took 
the course to broaden her 
horizons beyond what she 
saw as a dead-end career 
that she felt she “never 
went beyond the school’s 
gate.” 

“I did not want that kind of 
life. I want more choices 
for myself,” Zhang said. “So 
I came here." 

Prompted by the popular¬ 
ity in China of the British TV 
series ‘Downton Abbey’ 
and a fondness for any¬ 
thing that looks expensive 
and feels European, some 
of China’s very wealthy 
want uniformed employ¬ 
ees with white gloves, im¬ 
peccably trained, who 
can anticipate their every 
need. 

Du Yinuo, a professor of 
etiquette at the Sichuan 
Film and Television Uni¬ 
versity, said China’s rapid 
economic growth over the 
past 15 years has elevated 
the purchasing power of 
many people who now 
“want to taste a certain 
lifestyle.” 

“A butler can provide that. 


So more and more people 
are thinking: ‘Oh, I want a 
butler too,”’ said Du, who 
attended the butler acad¬ 
emy herself to incorporate 
some of the skills into her 
courses. 

The demand also has 
been driven by prop¬ 
erty developers. Eager 
to stand apart amid stiff 
competition and a decel¬ 
erating economy, some of 
them have hired butlers in 
their showrooms and even 
offered butler service for 
new owners of their apart¬ 
ments and villas. 

While maids and house¬ 
keepers are a big part of 
urban life in China, it's rare 
to see a uniformed servant 
who performs the kind of 
top-to-bottom household 
management offered by a 


butler. At least one Beijing 
company offers a team of 
about a dozen butlers for 
full-time household work 
or for party catering and 
VIP airport pickups. The 
service, CN Butler, adver¬ 
tises with placards outside 
shopping areas in wealthy 
suburbs of the capital. 

The academy in Chengdu 
was opened in July 2014 
as a joint venture between 
a butler school in the Neth¬ 
erlands and a Chengdu- 
based property developer 
called Chengdu Langji 
Real Estate Co. 

Zhang is negotiating with 
a wealthy family looking 
for a butler who can also 
teach their children Eng¬ 
lish. Her four classmates 
weren’t even looking for 
butler jobsO

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How to prepare for Mars? NASA consults Navy sub force

GROTON, Connecticut 
(AP) — As NASA contem¬ 
plates a manned voyage 
to Mars and the effects 
missions deeper into space 
could have on astronauts, 
it’s tapping research from 
another outfit with experi¬ 
ence sending people to 
the deep: the U.S. Navy 
submarine force. 

The space agency is work¬ 
ing with a military labora¬ 
tory at the submarine base 
in Groton, Connecticut, to 
measure how teams cope 
with stress during month¬ 
long simulations of space 
flight. 

While one travels through 
outer space and the other 
the ocean’s depths, as¬ 
tronauts and submariners 
face many of the same 
challenges. Isolated for 
long stretches of time, they 
rely on crewmates for their 
lives in remote, inhospitable 
environments. 

“We have a shared interest 
with the Navy in team re¬ 
silience,” Brandon Vessey, 
a scientist with NASA’s hu¬ 
man research program. 


told The Associated Press. 
“When you stick people to¬ 
gether for a long period of 
time, how are they going 
to do?” The Navy research 
that piqued NASA’s inter¬ 
est started about five years 
ago when the Groton- 
based Naval Submarine 
Medical Research Labora¬ 
tory, at the request of the 


submarine force, began 
examining ways to make 
tactical teams work to¬ 
gether better. 

Through observation of 
submarine crews, the 
Navy scientists developed 
a way to evaluate how 
teams are performing. The 
study singled out important 
team practices including 


dialogue, critical thinking 
and decision-making and 
developed a way to as¬ 
sess how teams respond to 
setbacks. The research was 
made available more than 
a year ago to submarines’ 
commanding officers, but it 
has not yet been institution¬ 
alized by the Navy. 

“If this tool can identify pre¬ 


cursors of when a team is 
about to change, that’s 
particularly what we’re 
hoping for,” said Jerry 
Lamb, the lab's technical 
director. 

The experiment with NASA 
is expected to begin in Jan¬ 
uary or February. The space 
agency is taking a bigger 
interest in human behavior 
issues as it pursues the ca¬ 
pability to send humans to 
an asteroid by 2025 and to 
Mars in the 2030s. 

NASA is using a capsule 
about the size of a two- 
bedroom apartment at the 
Johnson Space Center in 
Houston to study how as¬ 
tronauts might perform and 
behave during lengthy mis¬ 
sions. Four volunteers at a 
time live and work for 30 
days at a time aboard the 
habitat, known as the Hu¬ 
man Exploration Research 
Analog, which includes an 
airlock and is supported by 
a small version of mission 
control. Video and audio 
recordings of the subjects 
from the experiment with 
the Navy lab will be sent to 
scientists in Connecticut for 
their analysis.Q 


Desert tortoise no longer candidate for federal protection

TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) — The 

Sonoran desert tortoise is 
not at risk for extinction and 
will no longer be listed as a 
candidate for Endangered 
Species Act protections, 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service announced Mon¬ 
day. 

The agency says the de¬ 
cision is partly because 
of the commitments vari¬ 
ous government agencies 
have made to protect the 
animal in Arizona. There are 
about 470,000 to 970,000 
adult desert tortoises in the 
U.S. and Mexico. 

“We and our federal and 
state partners will continue 


to monitor the tortoises. 
However the current mod¬ 
eling in science demon¬ 
strates that there’s virtually 
no probability of extinction 
over the next decade," 
spokesman Jeff Humphrey 
said. 

The Sonoran desert tor¬ 
toise became a candi¬ 
date for protections under 
the Endangered Species 
Act in 2010 after the Fish 
and Wildlife Service found 
that increasing population 
growth in the Southwest 
and northern Mexico was 
threatening the animal's 
habitat. 

But local conservation ef¬ 
forts have helped keep the 


tortoise population steady, 
and many say the Fish and 
Wildlife Service made the 
right call. The Sonoran des¬ 
ert tortoise will still receive 
protections from the state 
as a “species of greatest 
conservation need.” 
Spencer Kamps, vice presi¬ 
dent for legislative affairs 
for the Homebuilders Asso¬ 
ciation of Central Arizona, 
said the ESA designation 
would have negatively im¬ 
pacted housing develop¬ 
ment. 

“Any endangered species 
listing costs time and mon¬ 
ey. Not to say that it isn’t 
warranted but it does cost 
us time and money. Permit¬ 


ting is difficult. It takes a lon¬ 
ger time,” Kamps said. 
Conservationists worry 
about the future of the des¬ 
ert tortoise. 

Taylor Jones, an endan¬ 
gered species advocate 
with WildEarth Guardians, 
questioned the Fish and 
Wildlife assessment and 
whether local and federal 
organizations will be truly 
committed to protecting 
the tortoise. 

“If a conservation agree¬ 
ment will accomplish that 
goal then that's awesome 
we're all for that,” she said, 
noting the group does not 
want to see local voluntary 
conservation agreements 


that are unenforceable 
and won’t provide ade¬ 
quate protection. 

Jones said her organization 
would closely look at the 
Fish and Wildlife's decision 
and hasn’t ruled out legal 
action. 

Steve Trussell, executive di¬ 
rector of the Arizona Rock 
Products Association, an 
organization that repre¬ 
sents aggregate materials 
in the state, applauded the 
decision. 

“We operate wherever 
there's development, so 
it could have potentially, 
among other things, had a 
major impact on our indus¬ 
try,” Trussell said.Q 
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John Stamos surrenders to being charming in ‘Grandfathered’

LOS ANGELES (AP) — In 

conversation, John Stamos 
comes across as entirely 
at ease in his handsome, 
age-defying skin. 

Who wouldn’t be? But he 
admits that he longed to 
slip into something less 
comfortable on TV, a 
character distant from the 
good-natured charmers 
he’s known for. He thought 
he’d found it. 

“I was auditioning for 
an Amazon pilot called 
‘Cocked,’ as this drugged- 
out guy who inherits a gun 
company. It was very dark, 
and I just kept auditioning, 
and I really wanted it, and 
I didn’t get it,” he recalled. 
His agent had a rebound 
suggestion. If his goal was 
to be on TV and enter¬ 
tain viewers, Stamos was 
advised to do what he 
does best. 

He found the role and the 
vehicle in Fox’s new com¬ 
edy “Grandfathered” (8 
p.m. EDT Tuesday), cut with 
couture precision to fit him. 
Stamos plays a restaura¬ 
teur and — kinda — con¬ 
tent single guy who finds his 
self-absorbed life upended 
by the 20-something son 
he didn't know he had. 
Oh, and there's also a 
grandbaby. 

Stamos, 52, has effec¬ 
tively played against type 
before, most notably in 
Broadway revivals “Caba¬ 
ret” and Gore Vidal’s “The 
Best Man.” But he says 
he’s happily accepted his 
“Grandfathered” fate as 
swinging Jimmy Martino, 
suddenly grounded by his 
past. 

“I’m satisfied with being a 
guy who's likable and fun¬ 
ny and self-deprecafing,” 
Stamos said. “I don’t need 
to stretch so far, especial¬ 
ly in television where you 
could play a character, 
hopefully, for years. You 
wanf fo play something 
that you enjoy doing for 10, 
12, 14 hours a day." 

And if fhe playboy-out-of- 
water evokes “Full House,” 
the 1980s-plus comedy in 
which he played a breez¬ 
ily irresponsible guy called 
on to help raise a family 
(and which is being revis¬ 
ited with a Netflix sequel), 
Stamos is unfazed. 


“I’m nof afraid to lean into 
what people want to see 
me do. And I'm not afraid 
fo throw a baby in there if 
I have fo. Or fhrow in some 
old friend that I used to be 
on another TV show with, if 
fhaf's what people want 
to see,” he said, the latter 
a reference to “Full House” 
alum Bob Saget, a guest 
star on “Grandfathered.” 
It's a mechanical ap¬ 
proach that’s more typi¬ 
cal than not in TV, but with 
good result here. The well- 
cast series includes an ap¬ 
pealing Josh Peck (“Drake 
& Josh”) as Gerald, the 
son in need of a dad; the 
always welcome Paget 
Brewster (“Community,” 
"Criminal Minds”) as Sara, 
Gerald’s mom and the 
woman who’s sure Jimmy 
isn’t family-man mate¬ 
rial; and Christina Milian as 
Vanessa, Gerald's baby 
mama who sees him only 
as a pal and co-parent. 
The pilot comedy has 
the pace, smarts and just 
enough heart to make 
it appealing without de¬ 
scending into either cute¬ 
ness overkill or crassness. 
That's thanks to Stamos, a 
hands-on executive pro¬ 
ducer as well as star, and 
the writer-producers he's 
collaborating with. 

Daniel Chun, the series’ 
creator, has an impressive 
resume that includes “The 
Simpsons," "The Office" 
and “Happy Endings." Fel¬ 
low executive producer 
Dan Fogelman’s credits 
include the movie “Cars” 
and TV series “Galavant.” 
“Grandfathered” is paired 
with Fox’s “The Grinder," 
which also stars a great¬ 
looking, 50-something guy, 
Rob Lowe. The audience 
showed interest, with each 
series drawing a respect¬ 
able 5 million viewers in 
last week’s debuts against 
blockbuster competitors 
“NCIS” and “The Voice.” 
Besides “Grandfathered,” 
Stamos is resurrecting the 
character of Jesse Katsop- 
olis for “Fuller House,” which 
he pushed as a producer 
fo gef made. If’s slated for 
release next year. 

While his work ethic is un¬ 
deniable, Stamos credits 
his enduring looks and en¬ 
ergy to his “stress-free” ap¬ 


proach to life (with a nod 
to good genes). 
“Sometimes it gets me in 
trouble and sometimes 


it’s not the best thing, but 
I have a very youthful at¬ 
titude toward everything,” 
he said. “It's part of not 


wanting to be an adult. I 
keep going into adulthood 
kicking and screaming, I 
think."Q

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Patrick Kennedy memoir takes hard look at family, addiction

(AP)-A new book by for¬ 
mer U.S. Rep. Patrick Ken¬ 
nedy, youngest son of the 
late Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
openly discusses what he 
says are the mental illness¬ 
es and addictions of him¬ 
self and his family mem¬ 
bers, and takes on what he 
portrays as a veil of secrecy 
used to hide the problems 
of America’s most famous 
political family. 

The memoir, “A Common 
Struggle,” due out Mon¬ 
day, focuses heavily on his 
relationship with his father 
and how the younger Ken¬ 
nedy often felt he let his 
father down while coping 
with bipolar and anxiety 
disorders and repeated 
trips to rehab, even as a 
U.S. congressman from 
Rhode Island. 

By his telling, it was a sin¬ 
gular experience grow¬ 
ing up a Kennedy: Family 
members have the habit 
of giving each other auto¬ 
graphed photos of them¬ 
selves; he got one from his 
father when he was just a 
baby. A family photo print¬ 
ed in the book depicts him 
in his bedroom as a young 
child showing off his aquar¬ 
ium to Henry Kissinger, who 
served as secretary of 
state in the administrations 
of Presidents Richard Nixon 
and Gerald Ford. 


But even stranger was 
browsing through a book¬ 
store one day and dis¬ 
covering a shelf of Ken¬ 
nedy books, and realizing 
all the family secrets he 
wasn't supposed to talk 
about were written there, 
he writes. 

“The books were often rid¬ 
dled with inaccuracies, but 
also riddled with facts that 
probably would have been 
much easier to hear first 
from close family members 
and perhaps with some 
context,” Kennedy writes. 
He says his father spoke 


with him only once about 
his 1969 car accident on 
Chappaquiddick Island 
that killed his father's pas¬ 
senger, Mary Jo Kopech- 
ne. It happened one year 
as the anniversary ap¬ 
proached. 

“’I just want you to know 
how bad I feel about ev¬ 
erything, and I’m really sor¬ 
ry you have to hear about 
it,”’ he says his father told 
him. “That was it. Then we 
just walked in silence.” 
Many of the details in the 
book are no surprise. Ken¬ 
nedy, 48, has been open in 


recent years about his be¬ 
lief that his father had Post- 
Traumatic Stress Disorder 
after seeing both his broth¬ 
ers assassinated — then 
being forced to relive the 
killings whenever they were 
replayed on television. 

But the book contains in¬ 
teresting windows into how 
his father coped. Sen. Ken¬ 
nedy, for example, wrote 
a letter to his son when he 
decided to run for presi¬ 
dent — to be delivered if 
he was assassinated. 

He also recounts what hap¬ 
pened after a 1979 CBS 


interview when his father 
famously choked when 
asked why he wanted to 
be president. The two went 
sailing, and the elder Ken¬ 
nedy tried to pretend ev¬ 
erything was fine, but kept 
shaking his head and mut¬ 
tering. 

“I had never seen him so 
upset with himself," he 
writes. 

Kennedy describes wor¬ 
rying that his father was 
drinking too much, par¬ 
ticularly around the time of 
the 1991 sexual assault trial 
of his cousin, William Ken¬ 
nedy Smith. He writes that 
he, his brother and sister 
staged an “anemic” inter¬ 
vention, which their father 
rejected, telling them he 
was trying to get help from 
a priest. 

His relationship with his fa¬ 
ther was chilly for years af¬ 
ter that, he writes. So chilly 
that he decided to run for 
Congress in 1994 without 
speaking with his dad first. 
But their relationship right¬ 
ed itself after he took office 
in Washington the follow¬ 
ing year, he says. 

Ted Kennedy Jr. disputed 
the accuracy of the book 
on Sunday, saying in a 
written statement that he 
was “heartbroken” that his 
younger brother had cho¬ 
sen to write “an inaccurate 
and unfair portrayal of our 
family” that was “mislead¬ 
ing and hurtful.”□ 


‘M Train’ is disappointing follow-up by rocker Patti Smith

Punk rocker Patti Smith 
added “literary sensa¬ 
tion” to her resume with 
the 2010 publication of her 
captivating memoir, “Just 
Kids.” That book simply 
and beautifully described 
her life with photographer 
Robert Mapplethorpe be¬ 
ginning in the late 1960s, 
long before they found 
fame, as they scrounged 
for food and art supplies, 
holed up in New York's 
Chelsea Hotel and reveled 
in the city’s downtown club 
and arts scene, encounter¬ 
ing celebrities wherever 
they went. 

Fans hoping for Volume II of 
the story of Smith’s life with 


her new book, “M Train," 
will be sorely disappoint¬ 
ed. “It’s not so easy writing 
about nothing,” is the first 
line of “M Train,” a line that 
unfortunately proves true. 
At best, “M Train” is filled 
with memory fragments 
and poetic-sounding de¬ 
scriptions. 

At worst, it’s 250 pages of 
free association and mun¬ 
dane drivel. 

There are descriptions of 
her junk mail, her dreams 
and her repeated visits to 
a coffee shop. But there is 
nothing resembling a story. 
Even readers who weren’t 
fans of Smith’s music were 
drawn into “Just Kids” by 
its strong autobiographical 
narrative and brilliant evo¬ 



cation of an era in New 
York City when subcultures 
flourished amid urban de¬ 
cay and old-school neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

But it's not just the lack of 
a chronologically ordered 
story or historical context 
that's missing in “M Train.” 
This book just feels like the 
journal jottings of a bored 
goddess, meandering aim¬ 
lessly as Smith flies to visit a 
writer's grave or give a talk 
somewhere, without ever 
offering a coherent theme, 
never mind a plot.

Occasionally Smith begins 
to veer into a semblance 
of a narrative, 
with memories of her late 
husband, Fred, or the 
story of her purchase of a 
house in New York’s hipster 
Rockaway Beach neigh¬ 
borhood shortly before the 
area is devastated by Hur¬ 
ricane Sandy. 

But those incipient tales 
merely tease the reader 
into thinking a full-blown 
story is on its way. It's not. 
Still, there’s hope if you’re 
looking for more of what 
Smith gave us in her first 
book.
